| $400,000 Project May Be Ob- 
tained for Outlay of 
$195,000 





One week from today voters in 
the Chaffey district will decide 
if they think it*is a good invest- 


ium for a direct local expendi- 
ture of $195,000 in principal and 
$42,105 in interest. 

In a special election called by 
the Chaffey board of education 
the issue is directed for the vot- 
ers to decide. The election will 
be next Friday. Polling places will 
be maintained at the Upland jun- 
ior high school and in the school 
in each district in the outlying 
communities, Dntario voters will 
ballot on the Chaffey campus. 

The bond issue is for the sum 
of $195,000. A P. W. A, allotment

The proposed bonds are for 10 
years, Interest rate is scheduled 
at 34 per cent, Proponents of 
the measure have been given the 
assurance that a lower rate is 
likely. Interest total for the 10 
years is estimated at $35,000. An

Figures on enrollment at the 
junior college and probable in- 
come from _ other’ than local 
!sources Was announced this morn- 
ing by Director C. J. Booth. 

Attending the institution are 
students from 81 high schools. 
Regardless of where students 
come from, the state pays Chaf- 
{fey $90 a year for each student. 
This is paid on the basis of aver- 
age daily attendance, known as 
A. D. A. If students come from 
‘a place Where there is no junior 
college district, their ‘home’ 
county pays Chaffey junior col- 
lege a tuition, Tuition for this 
year will be approximately $165. 

In the total of 365 out-of-dis- 
trict students, there are 285 stu- 
dents who reside where there is 
no junior college. Chaffey, there- 
fore, gets for each student $90 
from the state and $165 from 
their home counties. This makes 
a total of $250 paid for each of 
the 285 students. 

In the total out-of-district stu- 
dents are 80 who come to Chaf- 
fey rather than go to their own 
junior colleges. For each of these 
students, the local junior college 
gets $90 from the state.

Rev. Ezra Sheets 

Tells of Work on 


‘aribbean Island, 


| 














The Rev. Ezra Sheets has re- 
turned to his home on Third ave- 
nue after an absence of six months 
during which he was engaged in 
missionary work on Grand Cay- 
man, a small island in the Carib-} 
bean Sea, southwest of Cuba and 
300 miles west of Jamaica, the 
nearest large island. 

The Rev. Mr. Sheets had plan- 
ned to take up missionary work 
in Spanish Honduras, but upon ar- 
rival there he found a new law 
required the deposit of $100 by 
a foreigner who planned to_ re- 
main in the country for some 
time. Since the unsettled polit- 
ical situation in that country 
made the return cf the deposit un- 
certain, Mr. Sheets decided to go 
instead to the island of Grand 
Cayman, where twice before he 
had spent several months in mis- 
sionary work. 

Grand Cayman, a British pos- 
session, is 30 miles in length and 
from one to 3 miles in width. Its 
population of 4600 persons is made 
up of native Negroes and descend- 
ants of early English, Scotch and 
Spanish settlers. The natives are 
quite different from those of lesser 
degree of civilization on Haiti and 
other larger islands in the West 
Indies, and many are Christians. 

During his stay there Mr. Sheets 
organized two churches and help- 
ed erect one church building. 
There are now five churches on 
the small island and 25 ordained 
missionaries and native preach- 
ers. 

Mr. Sheets will remain in Up- 
land for some time and expects; 
later to go east for a number of 
meetings. 

Tonight he will hold a mission-! 
ary meeting at the church at the 
corner of Eighth street and Sec- 
ond avenue, and will tell of his 
work on Grand Cayman.
